..The orders issued yesterday by the 
federal state fuel and food adminis- 
tration clears up much of the am- 
biguity in the order of last week for 
the closing on Mondays, and some of 
the roles regarding the fuelless days 
are more stringent 
.'The Ohio administration sent out 
a<'telegram yesterday ordering the 
closing of cigar and 
confectionery 
cb'anters in stores permitted to stay 
Open .on Monday. This is to protect. 
Mores which sell these goods that 
to close.

INftior as well as food. Hotels will 
nWbe forced to close but they must 
n>t sell liquor. 
' .^The new order also says: All food 
stores, wholesale and retail, includ- 
ing commission house, jobbing con- 
cerns and food dealers mnst close 
their doors at noon, Mondays, main- 
taining only heat enough to prevent 
freezing the rest of the day. 


The order also says: "Retail food 
stores shall not operate cigar or con- 
fectionery counters, even though in 
tbe same room which Is heated. Ho- 
tels open as restaurants mnst not op- 
erate cigar and confectionary coun- 
ters.Following the issuing of the order 
for closing last week it was announc- 
ed that the order had been modified 
to permit groceries to stay open all 
day, but that has been withdrawn 
and they must close at noon. 


County Fuel Administrator J. S. 


Hercog announced this afternoon that 
pool rooms over the county may re- 
main open Monday but must close 
on Tuesday and that cigar and con- 
fectionery counters in such places 
must be kept closed Monday except 
for tbe sale of newspapers and peri- 
odicals.

The United Press early yesterday inserted "Nelot- 
sky" in a dispatch front Petrograd,.but goon, afterward "killed"-this name 
to all its papers. Within a short ttae, however, the UniteO" Press says that*" 
papers receiving the International .News Service appeared with "M. 
Nelotsky" figuring prominently in an alleged dispatch from London re- 
counting in a general way the same facts set forth in the United Press 
cable from Petrograd.

They 
asked time for rest. The Hamburg commandant refused, whereupon

Wagner arrived and ordered the men to return to their boats.

"I demand from Russia - not a 


metre of territory, not* a centime of 
idemnity," the foreign minister is 
quoted as having said, "and- peace 
can be obtained if Russia maintains 
the same standpoint, as she evidently 
intends to do.'? 
. In his speech to the delegates of 
parliament. Count Czernin. the 'Aus- 
tro-Hungarian foreign minister, de- 
scribed the difficulties attending the 
peace negotiatons at Brest-Ltovsk, 
according to a Copenhagen dispatch 
to the Exchange Telegraph company. 
Count Czernin said that the publi- 
cation of the daily proceedings of tbe 
conference had caused nervousness 
among the people behind the front. 
Referring to President Wilson's 
recent address. Count Czernin said: 
"I acknwoldege that his tone is now 
different from what it was when he 
attempted by his reply to Pope Ben- 
edict to" so dissension between the 
German government and the German 
people, and this has been of good ef- 
fect.

on a one-session basis. 


The one-session schedule has be- 


pretty general in high schools 


now. 
and m most schools the ses- 


' sion could be shortened as a tem- 


porary expedient in a time of fuel 
scarcity. 
The pupils could do all 


their studying at home, and so to 
the school merely for their recita- 
tion periods. 


The old-time school ran on a long 


And tedious system 
The n>orning 


session was apt to begin at 9 o'clock 
and end at 12, and then there was a 
session from 1.30 to 4 30. 
The 


children became weary from sitting 
in one position so long. 
Just as 


much work was done by the schools 
that cut the session down to five 
hours. Some schools run on a four- 
hour schedule, and if the recitations 
are •well-conducted, there is no loss. 


Parents are apt to like a fairly 


long session, as it takes care of the 
children and gives the home-folks 
a period of quiet when they can re- 
store a little order in the home. 
It 


would be folly to limit the education- 
al advantages of our children, even 
n this exigency. The short years of 
school-life are their one chance to 
get a start in the world, and if this 
jpportunity is seriously interrupted, 


centrated too much attention upon 
thi 
food at one time and led to 


market disturbances. 
One potato 


day,each week makes no abnormal 
demands upon the tanner or the 
railroads, and so will not disturb 
prices or cause shoitages or gluts. 
One potato day a week will enable 
the retail urocer to fill up a hollow 
place in his sales and delivery ser- 
vice, and keep his money and his em- 
ployes busy. One potato day a week 
will enable the consumer to use this 
valuable food article as a balance in 
diet, and reduce living costs, and 
conserve wheat and meat for our

With organized sales effort behind 
potatoes, handled at decent profits 
through the entire grocery trade of 
the country, there will be no need for 
consumers storing the tubers them- 
selves—in some ways this amounts 
to a form of hoarding: and disturbs 
the market. Potato day each week 
should be a fixed event, from now 
until the 1917 crop is eaten up next 
June.

INCOME TAX. 


In making out his income tax re- 


turn the farmer is allowed to deduct 
the compensation paid to men em- 
ployes but a line is drawn as to the 
compensation of women employes, 
i; a woman's entire time is employ- 
ed in taking care of the milk and 
cream prepared for sale, in the pro- 
duction of butter, cheese, etc., the 
c^re of milk cans and churns, or if 
a separate table is maintained for 
farm laborers and her services are 
used entirely in the preparation of 
their meals and caring for their 
rooms, the compensation paid her is 
a deduction item.

TERRORISM AND TREASON. 


(Philadelphia Hocurd.) 


Trained to military service as the 


German nation has boon, from the 
cmdle to the grave, a "nation in 
anus" as it has boasted of being, the 
German nation hag done nothing re- 
markable in a strictly military way. 
The soldiers have fought well, but 
so have the soldiers of all the bellig- 
erent nations. At Ypies and at sev- 
eral other encounters, notably on the 
Marne, the Germans have been stop- 
ped or driven back b> inferior forces 
of the allies. 


The generalship of the Germans 


has not been superior to that of the 
allies. 
They defeated the Russians 


at the Mazurian Lakes, but there 
were other places where the Russians 
won over the Germans. 
In Italy 


Germany sent assistance to that lame 
duek of an ally, Austria-Hungary, 
and not even German military prow- 
ess has been able to dri\e Italy fur- 
ther back for almost three months. 
In fact. German generalship has not 
been at all marked. 
The German 


commanders have usually relied upon 
the weight of numbers, and on the 
west have been steadilv beaten since 
the first three" months of the war. 


• Instead of achieving success by 


"mailed fists" and 'Miming swords" 
and "shining armor." and all such 
stage properties, the German reli- 
ance has been chieflv upon the two 
weapons of terrorism and treason. 
Terrorism the Germans have prac- 
ticed systematically since their first 
troops entered Belgium and Poland 
and Servia. 
With that they have 


sought to break down, not the arm- 
ies confronting them, but the power 
of nations to maintain those armies. 


Treason they have tried to stir up 


in every country arraigned against 
them. They have tried it in Ireland 
with very small success 
Whatever 


success they may achieve with the 
Russians will be almost entirely the 
result of inciting troops to mutiny 
and the population' to treason. 
They 


resorted to the same foul weapon 
against Italy, and gained a victory 
on the Isonzo last October, since 
which they 
have 
gained nothing. 


Their system of espionage and cor- 
ruption, spread throughout France, 
paralyzed that nation last year just 
as it was striking a decisive blow. 
The details of this nefarious cam- 
paign we are likely to get in the 
Caillaux trial. 


In this country German spies and 


conspirators 
have 
been 
working 


from the beginning of the war. They 
have tried to destroy our factories 
and the steamers carrying our ex- 
ports, to control congress, to affect 
the selection of president, to defeat 
the conscription law. and to scare 
the timid out of military service. 
Within a few days the secret service 
has got warnings of a German con- 
spiracy to destroy steamers and piers 
and warehouses imNew York. 
This 


is believed to have been a much 
larger and more comprehensive plot 
than the others that have been ex- 
posed, and which have sent some 
Germans to the penitentiary and oth- 
ers to internment camps. 


What military successes Germany 


has obtained were due to the fact 
that it sprang th"ei;-w.ar upon the 
world when it was prepared and 
other nations were not. But for 
success over its enemies it has relied 
chiefly on the two abhorrent forces 
of terrorism and treason.
